Hornets beat Chico, win regional berth

Don’t look now but water runs uphill, 
Raquel Welch has lost her sex appeal, 
and the Sacramento State College basket- 
ball team won its first Far Western 
Conference crown since 1962 with a squad 
that ‘‘couldn’t do it.’’ Coach Jack Heron’s 
version of the Mets defied the oddsmakers, 
e.g., the know-it-alls, to down the Chico 
State Wildcats 74-70 before a near capacity 
throng in the Hornet hive Friday night. 

Coach Heron summed it up best after 
the game in the locker room when he said, 
“These guys were told they couldn’t do 
it (win the championship) by certain people, 
that’s what makes it so sweet.”’ 

But win it they did with old reliable 
Mitch Third and ‘‘Pistol Pete” Terry Ray 
leading the way. Third, just recently 
selected to the second unit on the ali- 
west coast team (college division), 
paced the Hornets with 16 points and 
12 rebounds, while Ray swished home 
some key baskets to finish with 14 mark- 
ers. 

if it weren’t for heroics of the Wildcats’ 
6-7 center Roland Holcomb, who tossed 
in 35 tallies, often in spurts, Chico State 
might have never been in the contest. 
Holcomb, number two scorer in the league, 
racked-up 21 points by intermission in- 
cluding nine straight in the early going. 

Holcomb started his spree with his 
team in front 6-4 and almost seven minutes 
later the Wildcats trailed 18-15. Which 
only goes to show that one man a team 
does not make. 

The ‘‘Sac State Sparkplug’’ Ray gunned 
in two consecutive 20 footers from the 
top of the key to push the Hornets into 
their first lead at 12-10. Holcomb’ s 
bucket knotted the game for the fourth 
time before a chairty toss by reserve 
pivot Gordon Newton gave the Hornets 
a lead they held until the later stages of 
the contest. 

Third and starting postman Ray Pfeifer 
warmed-up to push SSC to its largest 
first half margin 36-27 with 5:02 remain- 
ing. Third meshed three nets in a row 
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and Pfeifer rammed-in a follow and three 
straight one-and-ones from the foul stripe 
during their spurts. 

SSC built its 42-36 halftime edge into 
a whopping 13 point spread ona running 
bank shot by Hornet guard Tom Wood 
just four minutes into the second stanza. 
Wood took a jumpball tip from Third in 
for a layir at 14:24 and the Hornets 
raised their lead back-up to a baker’s 
dozen 54-41. 

Holcomb proceeded to score nine of 
Chico’s next 11 points to narrow the 
Hornet margin to four. Then, with 6:11 
to go, Holcomb tied the game at 62-62 
on a short jumper following a nifty assist 
from former Highlands High School prep 
Barry Zarecky. The same combination, 
Zarecky to Holcomb, counted two more 
and the Wildcats led 64-62. 

Then ‘‘Mr. Clutch”, Ray, arched three 
straight 15 to 20 footers through the hoop 
to put SSC on top 68-64, Wildcat guard 
Mark Conrad, who totaled 11 points for 
the night, hit a 20 footer and a one-to-one 
to even things once again before Holcomb 
fouled out of the game with 2:23 to go. 

Pfeifer nailed the freethrow but Marc 
Smith dropped in his only bucket of the 
night for the Wildcats on a reverse lay- 
in to give Chico its final lead 70-69, 
Smith then missed a one-and-one at the 
line after a foul by Ray. Third’s charity 
shot tied the contest for the fifth and 
final time in the second half as Wood 
followed with a 15 foot swisher with 57 
seconds left for the decisive points. 

Steve Piluso had a chance to tie the 
game with 19 seconds remaining, when 
Third fouled him, but shot an air-ball 
cn a one-and-one situation. Ray was 
fouled and promptly sank one and the 
bonus with 14 seconds on the clock. The 
Hornets had done it, 12 straight wins, 
the conference title, and best of all a 
dream come true. 

Head football coach Ray Clemons was 
heard to remark, ‘‘this is the best cham- 
pionship this school has ever had.’ He 
may well be right.

UC tuition decision 
will have dire 
consequences for 


all of California 


Guest editorial trom the Sacramento Bee. 

It may have been a political victory tor Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, but the Board ot Regents’ decision to impose tu- 
ition at the nine University ot California campuses will 
prove a crushing blow not only to students and parents 
but to the already overburdened property taxpayer. 

The most telling effect of practically doubling the cost 
of attending the university will be to divert thousands of 
students to the state colleges, and especially to the junior 
colleges. 

It is the latter — supported primarily by local property 
tax rolls and already overcrowded — which will bear the 
brunt of the chain reaction. 

This means higher local property taxes will be in- 
evitable. 

An in-depth study undertaken before the tuition de- 
cision showed 40 per cent of the university system's 106, 
OOO students would be forced out by the higher costs. 

This not only slips the burden onto the state and junior 
colleges, but above all would mean the loss of untold thou- 
sands of the brightest of California’s students, especially 
on the graduate level. They would go to other higher edu- 
cation in other staies and the loss to California of their in- 
creased expertise is incalculable. It would mean a loss of 
professional level graduates of all kinds, as well as scien- 
tists, technologists and the like. In the long term, this 
would have an eroding effect on the state’s whole economy 
—making the governor’s tuition victory one of the state’s 
greatest economic setbacks. 


For a century, California's tuition-free public higher 
education has been the envy of the nation. The university 
itself has come to enjoy the highest academic repute. Now 
that gloss will become tarnished, as the tuition setback 
sends some of the most able scholars to other universities. 

What is worse, the efect on the poor and the minori- 
ties will be to check the upward mobility so many of them 
had just begun to be able to enjoy. Studies show the tu- 
ition will fall hardest on families in the $8,000 to $12,000 
income levels. 

To say, as Reagan has in defense of tuition, that some 
of the money wil] be earmarked for student assistance, and 
that no worthy student will be denied public higher educa- 
tion, is a cruel deception. If the state is to take the money 
with one hand, and then turn around and give or lend it to 
deserving students with the other, the very idea of tuition 
is shown to be self-negating in the first place. 

It was a crucial blow to every level of the state’s life, 
the tuition decision, one from which the people of California 
will be suffering eng after Ronald Reagan has left Sac- 
ramento.

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Physics fights smoking Larson 


Editor, The Hornet: 

I have served as a charter 
member of the executive com- 
mittee of each of two chapters 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, the local one and that of 
the state of Louisiana; my per- 
sonal code extends beyond the Bill 
of Rights to rejection of any law, 
reguiat. 1, or social pressure 
which attempts regulation of human 
behavior beyond that necessary for 
the protection of the welfare of 
others. This latter is an iraportant 
qualification, 

It seems to me that Professor 
Larson’s tirade in last Friday’s 
Hornet (Feb. 27) exemplifies a 
necessary attribute of those who 
smoke in public: an insensitivity 
to the comfort and well-being of 
fellow inhabitants of our crowded 
world. Does.he doubt that many 
find tobacco smoke obnoxious? He 
must know that most smokers are 
more or less ill when first they 
smoke, So he must be insisting 
on the privilege of smoking -—— 
anywhere — regardiess of any 
ene else’s discomfort or desire 
to breathe air of that doubtful 
purity stil) available, And does 
he expect us, still, to respect his 
‘*rights’”? 

Professor Larson’s ego ap- 
parently kept him from realizing 
that no one, probably, with the 
possible exception of members 
of his family, cares whether he 
puts tobacco smoke into his lungs, 


or what he eats or drinks; and 
kept him from reading thoughtfully 
this statement by the Academic 
Senate: ‘‘... smoking in the pre- 
sence of nonsmokers causes them 
acute discomfort which they are 
usually too polite to mention but 
which they should not be obliged 
to endure.’’ His stand for rugged 
individualism is not believable; 
many if not most smokers take up 
smoking because it seems to them 


to project a favorable social image, ©

HUNGER: based on Knut Hamsun’s famed 
novel, Henning Carlson's 1968 film stars Per 
Oscarsson and Gunnel Lindblom. Osio Nor- 
way in the 1890s is the setting for this power- 
ful tale of a sensitive man trapped in abject 
poverty by his inability to sell his work and 
driven half-mad by the resulting pains in his 
stomach, brain and heart. A critic rated the 
film as the “experience of the film is the 
experience of being this character, and there 
is no Magging anywhere ir that — only fury, 
antic courage, and a suppressed wild exhil- 
aration that is equal to the grip of writing, 
or love. It is quite a film.” Playing Friday, 
March 13 in Physics Il) at 7:30 and 9:30 p.m. 
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OUR MAN IN HAVANA: the last cellaboration 
between Green and Carol lteed occured in 
1960, The result was a commercial! disaster 
since audiences did not know who to respond 
to in this sophisticated mixture of adventure 
and satire. The film dares, like the carlicr 
“Beat the Devil,"’ to mock and ridicule its 
own genre. it asks us to laugh at heroes and 
the real villains — and the international spy 
conspiracy then Green proceeds to have 
real death and destruction result from his 
satiricly sketched characters. Finally, 
Green's central theme is so anti- American 
in concept (movie goers rebel against the idea 
that innocence leads to evil and destruction) 
that audiences remained opaque rather than 
allow such heresy to penetrate. The cast 
includes Alec Guinness, Noel ( oward, Ralph 
Richardson, Burl Ives, and Firnie Kovacs. 
Pauline Kael suggests paradoxically that 
the film is too controlled and thus fails to 
please as much as the sioppier ‘*Beat the 
Devil.” Nevertheless, there are scenes that 
are first-rate and the entire movie is con- 
tinually entertaining — except for the Mount 
Rushmore cragginess of Maureen O'Hara.

THE FIFTH HORSEMAN SS FEAR: one of 
the most highly praised works of the brief 
Czech renaissance, this film by Zbynek 
Brynych has won innumerable awards in this 
country and abroad. Brerking away from the 
drab traditions of ‘‘social Realism’, the 
film borrows from Brecht and contempo- 
rary film techniques to tell its stark tale 
of physical courage and mora! honor. Nazi- 
occupied Praguc, particularly the Desper- 
ation Bar and a rather baroque brothel, 
is the setting for the simple story of a 
Jewish physician reduced to being an employ - 
ee in & vast old synagogue that has become 
a warehouse for confiscated Jewish prop- 
erty. Survival in the face of irrational fear 
becomes the basic question of the film, for 
as the doctor says staring at the piles of 
personal property and heartbreak in the 
warehouse, “We Jews are liquidating our- 
selves.”

SANTA FE TRAIL: this travesty of American 
history stars Errol Flynn as General J.E.B 
Stuart, Raymond Massey as John Brown, 
and Ronald Reagan as Genera! George Cus- 
ter. The movie is about John Brown, told 
however, from a pro-siavery view. The 
South is presented as trying to save the 
Union while fiery fanatics strive to destroy 
it. To achieve such results, Hollywcod 
stands history on its head — having Brown 
attack the U.S. Cavalry in Kansas when in 
actuality the opposite occurred; or having 
the Cavalry gallop to the rescue just in 
time to save a group of biack slaves from 
being set free by John Brown.

On Tuesday, Feb, 24, the Music 
Recital Hall was the scene of per- 
haps one of the most revealing con- 
vocations the School of Business 
has ever had, 

The purpose of the convocation 
was, in the words of Vergil V. 
Miller, dean of the School of Busi- 
ness Administration, a chance for 
‘‘all members of the business 
administration school — students, 
faculty and staff — to attend and 
participate in a constructive ef- 
fort to improve the educational 
process for all of us.’’ 

Dean Miller started off the 
convocation by asking how one 
could make the business curri- 
culum more effective so that when 
one graduated he could be useful 
to the community. However, one 
student was quick to add that the

matter of improving the business 
curriculum was discussed at the 
other convocations and he wanted 
to know if the objectives were met. 

The dean then stated, ‘‘we have 
made significant progress last 
year’’ and listed the improvements 
which are as follows: 

1. The establishment of an un- 
dergraduate advisory program. 

2. The acquiring ofextra equip- 
ment, 

3. A student advisory center, 

4. The instigation of pass-fail 
grades in some of the courses, 

5. Student representatives. 

6. Development of a student 
grievance procedure. 

Also, the subject of much heated 
debate was the concern over the 
image projected by the business- 
man to the community. Most ofthe 
faculty and students in the audience 
were preoccupied with the accusa- 
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tion by the community that they 
were not considered people- 
orientated, Dean Miller, however, 
pointed out that this was due tothe 
lack of publicity when the students 
have contributed something toward 
the betterment of their community. 

Terry Hughes, who was the pre- 
siding chairman, then went on to 
describe the Community Business 
Service Center which employed 
the help of the businessman in aid- 
ing the Oak Park businessman, 

Also, a much debated topic at 
the convocation was the issue of 
faculty-student relationship and 
interest, 

Al Felion, who calls himseif 
the ‘‘dictator’’ of Business, a 
newspaper put out by the business 
students, stated that students are 
not interested in voicing their 
opinions and ideas to the faculty, 

In reference to the lack of in- 
terest and involvement shown on 
the part of the business students, 
Doctor Bhatia said that the stu- 
dents ‘‘don’t give a damn’’ and 
‘tall they care about is grades,” 

One student suggested that a 
solution to the problem of student- 
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faculty relationship would be to 
set up a student representation 
system like the one set up in the 
history department, 

Another student proposed that in 
order to get the business student 
involved in community affairs a 
mandatory course should be of- 
fered in community involvement. 

In addition to Terry Hughes, 
chairman, were panelists Art 
Jenson, assistant for the Labora- 
tory for Applied Management 
Science; Doctor Windeshausen, 
coordinator of graduate studies; 
Mike Dotter, graduate assistant in 
LAMS; Dean Miller, dean of the 
School of Business; Cal Salls, 
undergraduate advisor of program; 
Walt Milhouse, president of the 
Society for the Advancement of 
Management; Mike Gibson, presi- 
dent of Delta Sigma Pi.

Car buried at San Jose 


State amid some opposition 


Amid shouts of ‘Bury the car’’ 
and undertones of racial tension, 
a 1970 Ford Maverick was buried 
last Friday, by 10,000 students at 
San Jose State College. The burial 
climaxed the week long ‘Survival 
Faire” of panels, workshops, lec- 
tures, plays, and exhibits partici- 
pated in by people from all over 
California. 

San Jose State is calling for a 
nationwide boycott on new auto- 
mobiles until the auto manufac- 
turers produce non-polluting 
forms of transportation. 

Prior to the burial, thousands 
marched in a funeral procession 
symbolic of the auto’s death. Some 
pushed the car, others rode on 
it, many carried Survival Faire 
balloons, and some minority 
groups chanted, ‘Free Huey New- 
ton,”” ‘Boycott grapes.”” The San 
Jose State marching band led the 
mile and a half parade through 
downtown San Jose. 

Not everyone favored burying 
the car. Early in the day the car 
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was surrounded by 50 black stu- 
dents chanting, “Don’t bury the 
ear.” SDS aligned themselves 
with the blacks, and an unpre- 
cedented coalition arose when 
Governor Ronald FKeagan an- 
nounced his opposition to the burial 
last week while judging a beauty 
contest. 

The ‘Survival Faire” was plan- 
ned and organized by Humanities 
160, a Contemporary Issues class. 
Peter Ellis, ‘Survival Faire’ 
Chairman, said, ‘‘We hope to re- 
move this killer from its central 
position in the American culture. 
By this boycott, we call for Detroit 
to transfer its resources from the 
production of automobiles to the 
production of safe, non-polluting 
transportation.”’

so much that SSC couldn’t buy a 
basket as it was that they just 
simply took the bad shot, The Ags, 
attacking the Hornet zone with 
some sharp passing, worked for the 
good shot and exploited the heart 
of the defense for lay-ins. 

Coach Heron explained, ‘‘We 
were bound to be a little flat after 
the game last night.

Sacramento State College’s 
‘‘Cinderelia’’ basketball team, 
doing the very thing that ‘‘they 
weren’t supposed to do,’’ (win the 
league title), has been invited to the 
NCAA college division western 
regional tournament at Tacoma, 
Wash.,, this week, 

The announcement on Sunday 
was made by Larry Kerker, chair- 
man of the wesiern regional com- 
mittee, who also said that the 
Hornets will rneet host University 
of Puget Sound in the opening 
round of the two-day playoff at 
8:45 p.m, Thursday. 

Also invited were the Uni- 
versity of California at Riverside 
and Boise Sta:ie Univer sity who will 
meet in the oiher first round game 
at 7 p.m, 

The first round will be played 
on a neutral court for Puget Sound 
at Pacific Lutheran’s Olson Audi- 
torium which seats 3,500. The 
second day of games will be at 
Puget Sound’s Field House which 
holds 6,000, 

The last SSC teams to play in 
regional tournaments were the 1961 
baseball team, coached by Cal 
Boyes, and the 1962 basketball 
squad, under Ev Shelton, Both 
teams advanced to national play- 
offs, 

This year’s regional! winner will 
go to the finals at Evansville, Ind., 
March 11-13, In the regionals tobe 
played at Tacoma, Puget Sound 
seems to have the best chance of 
winning. Puget Sound, 23-3 over- 
all, was ranked fifth in the United 
Press International poll of 
coaches, The team held down 
tenth place in the last Associated 
Press ratings. 

Puget Sound piayed in the UCD 
tournament earlier this year and 
won it with a 95-8! win over UC 
Riverside, Puget also toppled 
Davis 84-60 on the way tothe title, 
Of course UCD is the only club to 


defeat the Hornets in their last 14 
games, and they did it twice, 

UPS publicist Doug McArthur 
describes Puget Sound as a large 
team which is accustomed to win- 
ning with balanced scoring and a 
tight defense, UPS is averaging 
85 points a game while giving up 
65.6, 

The Puget Sound forwards are 
Mike Bourn, 6-6, and Mike Jordan, 
6-7, Howard Clark is the 6-9 
center and the guards are Ed 
Huston, 6-4, and Charles Lowery, 
6-3. 

Huston, a 54 per cent shooter, 
is the club’s leading scorer hitting 
at a 19 points agame clip, Lowery, 
described by McArthur as ‘‘our 
best all around player,” is 
averaging 15 points a contest. 

SSC will leave Wednesday 
morning for Tacoma, Only ap- 
proval by the SSC athletic board, 
a mere formality, is needed before 
the Hornets depart.

Trustees searching for 
new CSC headquarters 


Harry Harmon, Vice Chancellor 
of the California State Colleges, 
is heading a chancellor’s staff 
committee assigned to study the 
prospects for esta lishing a new 
headquarters for the 19-campus 
California State College System. 

The Board of Trustees have 
previously determined that the new 
headquarters should remain in 
Southern California, as this is the 
region serving most of the College 
system’s 227,000 students. Ap- 
proximately 30 sites are under 
tentative consideration, ranging 
from Palmdale to San Diego. 


SSC building program affected 


Harmon’s committee will look 
inte arrangements for both lease- 
ownership and straight lease of 
the new headquarters. However, 
the Board felt that the committee 
should, also, look into the many 
opportunities in the ‘‘gift cate- 
gory.” Dumke stated, ‘‘attractive 
gift offers have been received 
in the areas of Pasadena, Los 
Angeles, Long Beach, and La 
Mesa.”’ 

It is within the authority of 
the Board of Trustees to deter- 
mine the location of a future head- 
quarters. 


by capital outlay budget cuts 


Although many state programs 
in the 1970-71 budget have been 
affected by severe cuts in capital 
outlay expenditures, Sacramento 
State College has been affected 
the most. 

The budget, proposed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, will total $682 
ynillion for 1970-71. Of this, 
only $1,648,800 in construction 
is proposed at the college com- 
pared with nearly $14.2 million 
budgeted for the current year. 

The cutbacks for the budget 
according to administration 
spokesmen, are partly the results 
of the state’s inability to sell bonds 
at present statutory limits on the 
interest it can pay, partly a result 
California and state colleges are 
not making maximum use of pre- 
sent facilities. 

The biggest items listed in the 
governor’s budget for Sac ramento 
State College projects are $839,000 
for a new health center and 
$358,000 for parking. Sacramento 
State officials indicated the State 
Colleges Board of Trustees would 
use student body funds to build 
these since state funds are not 
available. 

State funds will be used in a 
$210,000 project to pr. Je plans 
and working drawings for a busi- 
ness classroom building, sche- 
duled for occupancy in September 
of this year, 

More than $3 million is bud- 
geted for construction at the Uni- 
versity of California Davis 


campus. This includes $1 million 
for campus storm drainage, for 
equipment in a new physics build- 
ing, biological science building 
and chemistry building.

The Sacramento County Board 
of Supervisors recently adopted a 
new set of regulations which will 
prohibit outdoor burning, except 
on certain days when the weather 
is right. 


Some agricultural organiza- 
tions, farmers and agricultural 
experts urged modification but not 
banning of agricultural burning, 
while conservationists, ecologists, 
teachers and citizens demanded 


complete banning. 


Dr. Schultz, an agricultural en- 
gineering professor at the Uni- 
versity of California at Davis said 
that burning on certain days when 
there is a prevailing southerly 
wind is not harmful. He said 
“agricultural burning should be 
restricted but not banned,’’ 


Against Dr, Schultz was Dr. 
Miklos D.F. Udvardy, professor 
of ecology at Sacramento State 
College. Dr. Udvardy maintained 
that any kind of burning, ‘which 
poisons our air”’ should be banned.

State College tuition 


The State College Board of 
Trustees postponed action on 
tuition until its meeting which will 
be held in March, 

Governor Ronald Reagan argued 
that since the UC Regents have 
decided to impose tuition, the state 
colleges are obliged to follow suit. 

Reagan, an ex officio member 
of the board, told the trustees that 
state colleges ‘‘travel parallel 
lines with the university. If the 
university has tuition and the state 
colleges do not, you can see there 
will be an influx of students into 
the state colleges.’’ 


He said that his administration 
has education as its first priority 
and that over the past three years 
he has increased state support of 
higher education by 54 per cent. 

The governor said the state 
college tuition should be about half 
of the $150 to be charged the first 
year at the University of Cali- 
fornia, None of the trustees 
directly challenged Reagan’s argu- 
ments for tuition. 

Although the Governor’s budget 
for the state colleges does not 
provide the money to continue a 


year round operation of colleges 
at Los Angeles, San Luis Obispc, 
Hayward and Pomona, the trustees 
voted to continue the operation 
anyway. 

The trustees asked the State 
Department of Finance for an ad- 
ditional $3.3 million to fund the 
year round operation at the four 
colleges in 1971, If the money is 
not forthcoming they will try to 
shift college funds to keep one 
campus in the north and one in 
the south on a year round oper- 
ation. 

At a press conference, neither 
Reagan nor State College Chan- 
cellor Glenn S, Dumke said he 
intends to bring in a specific 
plan. Dumke said that he would 
recommend that the money col- 
lected be earmarked for the state 
colleges and not go to the state’s 
general fund and should assure 
that no qualified student will be 
kept out of college because he 
cannot afford tuition. 

Reagan said in cases where a 
student cannot come up with the 
money even by borrowing, some 
or all of the tuition should be 
waived.
